A well dressed young man, with a 
shining gun in his hand proved himself 
a full fledged holdup man of western 
charoctistics when Tuesday evening, he 
robbed the conductor of a freight train 
and his brakeman of $80 and three 
watches, ordered them aboard the 
train and compelled them to give the 
signal to have the train leave Lake 
Villa station forthwith, even before it 
had finished its switching. 

The holdup was the most daring that 
ofTiclals of the Soo Railroad have had 
reported to them in many yenra and 
while detectives of the road are still at 
Lake Villa trying to get clues to the 
bold thief, thev have failed utterly to 
date and the chances are they will not 
locate the robber. 

It was about 2 o'clock on Tuesday 
morning that the freight train enroute 
to Milwaukee from Chicago stopped to 
do some switching at Lake Villa. The 
conductor of the train, Mr. Rudabaker 
of Milwaukee was walking along the 
side of the train when he saw a door cf 
a car of merchandise open. He started 
to close it but just then a young man 
leaped from the car and pointing a re- 
volver ut him, demanded that he hold 
up his hands. The conductor did ns 
ordered and the robber went through 
his pockets. He obtained S4S in money 
and two gold watches, one of the time- 
pieces belonging to the conductors' son 
who was killed two weeks ago. The 
parent had since carried tho boy's 
watch for sentimental reasons, there- 
fore he regrets its loss more than his 
own. 

Just about the time he had rifled the 
conductor's pockets, the robber turned 
to see Brakeman Mathews approach- 
ing. The brakeman asked what the 
trouble was and at once the robber 
turned his revolver on him ordering his 
hands up. The brakeman complied 
with his demand and the robber then 
rifled his pockets getting $32 and his 
gold watch. 

"Now," said the robber, "You fel- 
lows get aboard ' that caboose and give 
the signal for the train to pull out or 
I'll blow your brains out." 

The fello.w proved to be positive in 
his demands hence the railroad men 
complied with his order, leaped aboard 
the caboose and with the robber stand- 
ing beside them, they swung their lan- 
terns as signals for the engineer to pull 
out of the station. The train started 
and, robber and his victims aboard the 
rear platform, it passed through Lake 
Villa station towards the north. 

Later inquiry shows that the first 
stop made at Trevor, the robber having 
left the train not long after It passed 
Lake Villa. 

Beforch leaping from the platform he 
told the trainmen that if they stopped 
the train or made any effort to get him 
he would kill them on sight 

. When tlje train reached Trevor, word 
was wired back to Lake Villa and Mar- 
shall Herman Witt was notlHed. He 
watched the next south-bound train, 
the stock train and went through all 
the cars but no trace of the fellow was 
obtained. 

He was described by tho men as well 
dressed, about 35, years old; wore black 
suit and tan rtiincoat, also a soft felt 
hat

First Requirement Before 

Woman Can Vote

List of Different OfHcers for Which a 
Woman May Vote if the Woman's ■ 
Suffrage Bill Passes 



The complete text of the woman's 
suffrage bill which is now in the state 
legislature with more than even chance 
of its becoming law during the session, 
assent out by the Illinois Equal Suf- 
frage Association is as follows: 

Section 1 Be It enacted by the peo* 
pie of the state of Illinois, represented 
In the General aasembly;that all women 
citizens of the United States, above the 
age of 21 years having resided In the 
State one year, in the county ninety 
days and in the election district thirty 
days next preceeding election therein, 
shall be allowed to vote at such elec- 
tion for Presidential Electors, member 
of the state Appellate court, county 
surveyor, members of board of asses- 
sors, members of board of review, sani- 
tary district trustees, and for all of- 
fices of cities, villages and towns (ex- 
cept police magistrates), and upon all 
questions or propositions submitted to 
a vote of the electors of sech munici- 
palities or other political divisions of 
this st&te. 

Section 2 All such women may also 
vote for the following township oflicera: 
supervisors, town clerk, assessor, col- 
lector and highway commissioner, and 
may also participate and vote in all 
annual and special town meeting in the 
township in which such election district 
shall b:. 

Section 3 Separate ballots boxes and 
ballots shall be provided for women 
which ballots shall contain the names 
of the candidates for such offices which 
are to be voted for and the special 
questions submitted at aforesaid and 
the ballots cast by women shall be can- 
vassed with the other ballots cast for 
such officers .and on such registration. 
At any such election where registration 
is required, women shall register in the 
same manner asjnale voters. 



WAUKEGAN'S POSTOPFICE

LAID SATURDAY^ 

The corner stone of the Waukegan 
postofTice was lowered into, place at 
4:17. Saturday, just as a downpour of 
rain had cause former Congressman 
Foss to cut short his address. The 
clouds threatened for ten minutes be- 
fore the rain came down, therefore the 
program was hastened but Mr. Foss 
was unable to say all he desired. 

As the cornerstone settled Into place. 
Rev. S. W. Chideatcr made a short 
prayer and the impressive event con- 
nected with the laying of the corner- 
stone of the first federal building in 
Lake county was ended. 

Mr. Foss' address was one relating to 
the postofHce department, not only 
locally but nationally. He revised the 
work of the groat department, citing 
how it was started and developed in its 
many branches. 

Mr. Foss said he was delighted to 
see the old veterans present because 
it was through their valiant work for 
the union that the postoflices are made 
possible today. He felt pleased to be

TRIES SUICIDE IN JAIL 

Seventeen Year.Od Boy Trl^ lo End Lif^ 
by Hadglng 

Knotting a bath towel about his neck 
and fasting the other end to the top of 
cell door, turning round ^ind round until 
the twisting of the towel raised him 
just off his feet, Mike Antonik, 17 years 
old, a young foreiger who was bound 
over to the grand jury on a charge of 
having stolen $35 from a room mate, 
JVednpsday morning sought to commit 
suicide in the Lake county jail. He 
had been hanging fully five minutes 
and was unconscious when he was dis- 
covered and cut down by Sheriff Elmer 
Green. The sherifT is of the opinion 
that Antonik has lost his reason and he 
will recommed that he be committed to 
the Insane asylum at Elgin. Antonik 
is being kept under close guard so that 
he will have no opportuntiy to repeat 
the act. 

For some little- time Sheriff Green 
had noticed that the fellow had been 
ac ting 'queer ly and he was of the opinion 
that the fellow was losinghis mind, 
perpahs because he did not understand 
the ways of the country and did not 
known how long he was to be confined 
in jail. 

Wednesday morning at 7o'clock when 
one of the jail "trusties" made the 
rounds of the cells he found everything 
in good order. About five minutes 
later Sheriff Green made the rounds 
with the intention of letting Antonik 
leave his cell and go into the corridor. 
He was dumfounded to find the boy 
hanging from the door of his cell. 

He hasily called two "trusties" who 
held up the Inert body while the sheriff 
slashed the towel with a knife. The 
boy oppeared to be dead. He was laid 
upon his cot and Dr. Brown was sum- 
moned. He arrived in an incredily 
short time and applied powerful restor- 
atives. Antonik heaved a deen sigh 
and began to breath more natural. At 
first his breathing had been so feeble 
that it could be detached only with 
difilculty. 



KILLED AT LIBERTYVILLE 

John Schiffman, Working in Fence Planf, 
Mecis Death Under Train 

John Shiffman, aged 35, unmarried, 
and employed at the American wire 
Fence company's plont, Libertyville, 
metdeoth nnder the wheels 3f a St, 
Paul train at Libertyville Tuesday even- 
ing about 10:35. 

The fact is that the entire section, 
ran over the man's body, death being 
instantaneous, however, when he was 
hit by the engine of the first train. 

Schiffman had been employed at the 
wire plant for a year and a half and was 
considered steady. He lived with his 
brother in-law, Fred Wubble, on the 
old Dan Lee farm west of Libertyville. 
It is presumed he had started to walk 
home along, the tracks when he was 
struck by the train. 

Schiffman hud been seen in various 
saloons of the village during the even- 
ing and the deduction was made by var- 
ious perons that he may have taken a 
little too much and that, while in that 
condition, failed to see the approaching 
train which was headed south. He was 
hit right in front of the Yore bot- 
tling plant 

On Schiffma's person was found 5c, 
and old pipe, but nothing of real value.

iVIAKE USE OF SCALP LOCKS 

Elderly Bald Men Devise Means to 

Cover Up the Loss of Their Once 

Luxuriant Locks. 

*'The first thing a barber has to 
learn," he cald, "Is to respect the scalp 
locks of middle-aged and old gents." 

"Scalp locks?" the Interviewer quer 
led. 

"A scalp lock," the barber explained, 
"is a kind of natural wig. You know 
how men get bald— on the crown, 
leaving loads of hair at the back hnd 
sides? Well, from somewhere In the 
fertile region, from above the right 
ear, say. or from the back of the neck 
— men grow scalp locks eight, nlne^ 
ten Inches— even a foot In length. 

"A good, full scalp lock jutting from 
behind the ear can be spread over a 
perfectly bald head in such a^ way as 
to give the effect of a thin but quite 
nice thatch. You ought to see some 
of these old chaps manipulate theli 
Bcalp locks. It's as good as a play, 
the way they wot thom up, bring them 
.forward over the huge white desert, 
part them to left and right, and stick 
them down firmly. , , ; 

"But when you out ott a scalp lock. 
Dear me! -I once cut oft a ten-Inch' 
scalp look from behind the left eai 
of a sUty-year^ld banker, and that 
evening his flancsa, a lovely girl of 
sovenUen ■ammsrs,' Jilted him. Tea, 
ali^— Jilted all that money. She'd loved 
him, you liee. for himself alon^. And 
yat they say romance la deud on 
Broadway." 



The body of an unidentified man with 
his throat cut from ear to ear was 
found near the railroad tracks In Har- 
rington, Lake county, Saturday mom- 
mg. The body was found by a railroad 
employe, no marks of identificatian 
found on the man's clothing or in his 
pockets. 

He was well dressed and appeared to 
be a business man. Apparently he had 
been murdered. No razor or knife with 
which the man could have killed himself 
was found, there were no marks of 
violence found on the body by the police 
and no money was found in his pockets^ 
according to the chief of police. 

The man wore a blue suit of clothes 
and a new pair of shoes. He was 
about 40 years old. The police have no 
clew to the mystery. 

The body was found at the intersec- 
tion of the E. J. and E. and the North-^,^. 
western tracks and was immediately 
taken to the morgue after which Coro* 
ner Taylor of Libertyville was notified.' 
He went to Birrington where he im- 
pannel^d a jury and heard part of thfe 
evidence, Engineer Nick Smith of the 
E. J. and E., who lives at Waukegan, 
was w^anted as a witness, being one of 
the first to see the body. It was sai^ 
he refused to attend unless subpoened, 
hence the inquest was postponed until 
later in the week, that he might at- 
tend. 

The only mark on the clothing waa 
*'C. L.," initials which appeared on 
his handkerchief and shirt, his shirt 
was white with black stripes and he 
were a union suit. 

The feeling is that the man waa 
murdered on a train and thrown off the 
car because there were no blood spots 
near where there mains were found whicK 
would be the case if he had been mur- 
deredonthe spot or if he killed him* 
self. 

The case assumes the roost myster- 
ious aspect of any that has come before 
the coroner's ofHce in a long time. 

An accurate description of the *hian 
'as given by Coroner Taylor follows: 

Forty to 45 years old; dark brown 
hair and mustache, hazel eyes, weighed 
IGO pounds, 5 feet G inches In height; 
blue-black ribbed suit of good material^ 
striped black and white dress shirty 
cotton underwear; he had $9 in his 
pants pocket. The victim does not 
look like a laboring man because his 
hands we're not calloused. '- 

Tho fact that small pieces of glass 
were found near where the body lay, 
caused some to believe that the man 
may have fallen through a window of a 
passing train. OfHcials declare this - 
would have been an" impossibility and 
the general conclusion is that the man 
was murdered at some other point and 
either carried or thrown to the spot 
where he was found.

of gratitude from a rising generation. 
However, there Is yet another Incen- 
tive, quite aside from this common 
patriotic Impulse, which goes to ex- 
plain this exceptional floral trlbuto to 
General Logan, and which makes it 
seem especially appropriate. This is 
found In tho fact, all too often over* 
looked, that General Logan was the 
founder of Memorial day, as wo ob- 
Eerve it In tho present era. Tho claim 
la made, apparently with perfect war- 
rant, that tho fundamental Idea of 
.^.Memorial day originated In the south, 
^'here a number of kind-hearted wom- 
en inaugurated, Immediately after the 
close of the war, tho prictico of devot- 
ing Bomo chosen day in tho spring to 
the decoration with flowers of the 
graves of tho fallen soldiers — Federal 
and Confederate alike. 

To General Logan, though, belongs 
fthe credit of establishing Decoration 
day in May as a deflnlte, flxed, annual 
event of uniform observance In tho 
great majority of the states of the 
Union. There had been no general 
celebration and no flxed dato until In 
- 1868 General Logan, then acting as 
commander-in-chief of tho Grand Army 
of the Republic, took the Initiative and 
Issued an order flxing May 30 as the 
date for the annual Memorial day ex- 
ercises and calling upon every G. A, R. 
.post in the country to engage in fit- 
ting ceremonies and scatter tokens of 
, regard over the last resting places 
of their former comrades in arms. 

.It la predicted that ere many years 
there will be general adoption through* 
out the country of the practice, already 
Introduced In some places, of reading 
In connection with every Memorial day 
program the original order of General 
Logan Instituting this event, t^hlch has 
become.such an important one on our 
calendar. Such a plan would, of course, 
follow the example of the general cus- 
tom of reading the Declaration of In- 
dependence In connection with Fourth 
of July exercises. For the present, 
however. General Logan's recognition 
In this connection consists In special 
services at his tomb, and, as has been 
explained, an excoptlonal profusion of 
flowers, many of the latter in the form 
of elaborate designs suggestive of 
notable events in his military career. 
Xhe last resting place of General Lo- 
gan Is admirably chosen with refer- 
ence to opportunities for keeping 
green tho memory of this flery war- 
Tior. The body of General Logan lies 
In a handsome private vault, occupying 
the most prominent place In tho na- 
tional cemetery connected with the 
United States Soldiers' home, near 
Washington, D. C. Among the tbou- 
Dand inmates ot the home are a num- 
ber who fought under General Logan, 
and naturally it is a work of love for 
them to see to it that his tomb bears 
evidence of the undying admiration 
of his "boys" of half a century ago. 

At tho Soldiers' Homo cemetery tho 
Teterans do most of the scattering of 
flowers on Decoration day, there not 
being sufliclent children on band, as a 
rule, to place blossoms on so many 
gravfts. But tho . posies which the 
Boldldrs carry to the Ix}gan tomb are 
by no means the only ones that come 
thither on this festival of remem- 
brance. Floral designs aro sent from

military career. The 
fact that General Lo- 
gan's last resting 
placo Is a vault, 
thereby providing a shelter for elal>- 
orato floral pieces, has also seemingly 
had an influence in inspiring this 
form of trlbuto. The vault la conatapt- 
ly filled with auch pieces, including 
ropreaontatlona of flags, corps badgoa 
and other military insignia. Some of 
those to bo seen are fashioned from 
fresh flowers, but the walls of the vault 
ore covered with permanent wreaths 
and other memorials fashioned from 
artificial fiowers that closely counter- 
feit nature's most delicate products In 
appearance. 

The Logan tomb Is near the main 
entrance to tho cemetery, and is ap- 
proached through a massive monu- 
mental gateway, the white pillars of 
which bear the names of a number of 
the republic's military heroes. Be- 
side the vault, as though standing 
guard over It, Is an old war cannon, 
and a few steps beyond the visitor 
enters a labyrinth of low hedge, form- 
ed from the sweet-scented box. 

The principal exercises are held on 
tho morning of Memorial day in a 
natural amphitheater formed by tho 
wooded slope which descends at tho 
rear of the Logan vault. The speak- 
ers occupy a rostrum conforming In 
its memorial pillars to the architecture 
of tho gateway already mentioned, and 
tho orator of the day never fails to 
make reference to the cemetery's moat 
distinguished occupant and the part 
ho played in giving to the nation one 
of its most aigniflcant holidays. Fol- 
lowing the general program special 
services aro held at the Logan vault, 
these services being, as a rule, In 
charge of either the Grand Army of 
the Republic, of which organization 
General Logan served for three terms 
as commander-in-chief, or one or an- 
other of the associations madb up of 
natives of tho state of Illinois. The 
place^of honor at these services la al- 
ways accorded to Mrs. John A. Logan, 
,tho widow of the general. 

Persons who have visited the Lo- 
gan tomb in the past and who return 
for thia year's Memorial day exercises 
will find one important change In tho 
surroundings. Occupying a site just 
across tho road and overlooking the 
tomb there has lately been completed 
the largest and moat Important build- 
ing of tho United States Soldiers' 
home. Grant hall, as tho new struc- 
ture has been named In honor of tho 
Union leader, is a splendid marble 
structure that will cost, with Its fur- 
nishings, close to one and one-half 
million dollars. It Is designed for In- 
mates of the home, and a large pro- 
portion of tho windows In the big 
building will command a vlow of the 
last shelter tent of General Logan and 
tho floral tokens banked behind Its 
Iron gates. " ~ 

It may, porhapB, strike the reader ns 
a trlfio odd that there should be need 
of a new building to enlarge the quar- 
tera of a soldlcra' home, whereas the 
old soldiers In the national and state 
homes in all parts of the United States 
ore rapidly responding to their last 
roll-call. The explanation of the sit- 
uation at the Institution on the heights 
beyond Washington is found in tho 
fact that this refuge is absolutely 
unique among all the soldiers' homes 
In our land. Whereas the other homes 
aro supported by the national or state 
governments as havens for volunteer 
veterans (principally of the Civil war) 
when overtaken by ill health or ad- 
vancing years, the Inatltutlon whoro 



general was weary of the business at 
tho end of those seven years! Tho 
fact, of course. Is that the opening 
scenes ot tho Impeachment familiar to 
everybody through Macaulay'a purple 
patch were enacted In Wodtminater 
hall, and presumably Hastings stood 
durlnfc part of the time. 

Apart from therhlatorlo tradition, 
the use of the great hall was neces- 
sary because tho commons claimed 
the right of f^ll attendance, as a com- 
mlttee of the whole house. The pro- 
longed tiualnefli of the trUl, however 
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General Logan sleeps is intended onrf 
for enlisted men who served In the 
regular army and without regard to 
which war they saw service in— or, for 
that matter, whether they saw service 
in any war. 

Not only has this homo no conueo- 
tiori with any of tho volunteer homes, 
national or state, but It receives no ap- 
propriation from the government, be- 
ing wholly maintained by the cnllated 
men of the regular army, who con- 
trlbuto to Ita support out of their pay 
on much tho same theory tliat a man 
invests in life insurance. This Is the 
forerunner of all tho soldiers' homes,, 
now scattered across the country from 
Virginia to California, having bceDi 
established ton years before the out- 
break of the Civil war. That the home- 
is a decidedly prosperous instltutloi 
may be Inferred from tho fact thaO 
It has several million dollara to its 
cridit in tho United States treasury, 
and Its bulldlnga, largely ot white 
marble, ore set in grounds compris- 
ing moro than 600 acres of beautiful 
land that coat about one-third of a 
million dollars, and Is maintained as 
a park with recreation grounds, pa- 
vlllona where band concerts are held, 
and ten miles of graded, macada- 
mized roads winding through selected 
groves of natlvo and foreign trees and 
high, open ground that commands 
splendldvlews of tho capital city, 

A man must have seen 20 years of 
sen-ice In tho regular army ero ho la 
entitled to a homo In this Institution 
unless, mayhap, he has been disabled 
by wounds or dlscaso In the service 
and in the lino of duty. He must also 
be honorably discharged from tho 
army before he can admitted to tha 
home, so that all tho inmates of the 
institution aro clvlliana. , 

Marching past tho Logon vault on 
Memorial day ono may see inmates ol 
homo who have served anywhere from 
20 to 30 years In the regular army. 
Their ages range all the way froM 
twenty-four to ninety, but moro than 
half of all the veterans are between 
tho ages of sixty and ninety. Several 
score of these old warriors saw service 
in tho war with Mexico, whereas con- 
siderably more than 300 of them par- 
ticipated in tho Civil war.

Grants Begrudged. 

Pnrla.— vA feellhg of strong dlDStttla- 
fnctlon has been aroused herd by tho 
facta that hovo just* boon made pub- 
lic aa to tho deplorable condition Into 
which Napolcon'a last placo and tomb 
at St. Helena has fallen. 

In a volume entitled "After tho Em- 
peoror's Death," tho well-known histo- 
rian, Albert Cnhuot, prints n vivid do- 
Bcrlptlon of thcto landmarks of French 
history, which wer.o acquired by tho 
government from England In 1858, for 
$35,713. and vigorously combats tho 
movement now on foot to reduce, If 
not cut off entirely, tho annual grants 
for thoir support. 

"Ono would imagine he was visiting 
a shooting shelter for s^ile," ho 
writes. '.'All tho doors are open. In 
tho first room, where Napoleon died, 
Is a small altar, painted bluo, and op- 
posito it Is a bust of tho emperor. A 
wooden balustrade marks tho exact 
spot whore ho drew his lost breath. 

"All tho other rooms aro absolutely 
empty, everything that could bo ro- 
moved having been carried away long 
ago by foreigners ns aouvenlrs. One 
experiences a feeling of desolation and 
poignant sodnoaa. Tho emperor's houao 
only Just remains standing on its 
old beams. Very soon tho violent 
winds with torrential rains will have 
their way with It. . 

"Tho Buperficlal repairs and tho coot 
or two of paint, and even tho new wall 
papers, put on In 1911, will not com- 
pensate for tho crumbling foundations 
and ruined walls. 

"Tho present caretaker, who Is at 
least a man of good Intentions, wrote 
to rao recently: 

"I am endeavoring to stay up the old 
house to enable it to keep stundlng a, 
jfow years longer.' 

"Napoleon's tomb. In tho Valley of 
Geranluraa," continues M. Cahuet, "la 
as sheltered as tho L^ingwood house is 
exposed, but tho guardian's continual 
vigilance Is necessary to prevent tho 
surrounding farmers from pasturing 
their cattle In tho valloy, which Is 
tho property ot tho French govern- 
ment. His efforts to have the tomb 
respected keep him In constant con- 
flict with other residents of tho Is- 
land. 

"The present keeper of tho domain 
has to Insist strongly every year In 
his letters home on tho necessity for

Prance?" aaka Couhet, in conclusion. 
"Occaalonoily ot long Intervala the 
government asks the commander of 
ono of our Atlantic squadrons to stop 
at St.^ Helena and visit I^ougwood and 
the tomb.

rives at Paris and Is quickly filed 
away.

And during all the questioning of 
the veniremen, Colonel Iloosovelt sat 
quietly Just Inside the railing of tho 
court room botwcon James A. Garfield 
and George A. Shlras of Marquette, 
who Is entertaining/ Colonel Roose- 
velt at bis homo. Tho colonel showed 
the deepest and most profound inter- 
est in the case ond sometimes sat 
leaning over in the direction of tho 
Juror who woa being examined, and 
with his eyes fixed sternly on tho 
man's face. Somotlmos'an answer by 
a venireman would cause him to 
whisper excitedly to Oarflold or 
Shiroa, but he exchanged no words or 
even a look with hla counsel. Editor 
Newett, who Is a tall, spore man of 
possibly fifty-five years of age, with 
Ijon gray hair and mustacho and 
ruddy complexion' and looking moro 
like a colonel of cavalry than a coun- 
try, editor, did not take the eager 
Interest In the trial displayed by tho 
colouol. but sat stiff and grim by the 
side of his counsel.

Broeding varieties of apples" with 
the hope of obtaining In the progeny 
the desirable qualltiea of the parenU 
la an undertaking, tho results of 
which are very uncertain. 

Two reports on tho fruiting of cross- 
bred apples have recently appeared. In 
December. 1911, Professor Macoun 
presented before the American Breed- 
ers' association an account of the ro- 
hulta at Ottawa, and in June of last 
year Professor Hedrlck reported re- 
flults at Geneva in Bulletin 350. The 
chief aim of ,tho earlier work at the 
Canadian station was to produce trees 
of extreme hardneaa. To thla end 
Ma ua baccata of proved parent, and 
P°"f" of the best orchard varieties 
or Mains maiuB was used. The hybrid 
progeny exhibited a strong tendency 
to retain the crab characteristics of 
the mother, and fed fruits of doslr- 
"hlo Bize. However, 17 out of SOO 
Boedllngsv were considered worth nam- 
ing. Thebe named hybrids wero again 
creased with standard varieties in the 
hope of increasing the size of the 
frulta. but while a large number of 
progeny, have fruited, the fruit re- 
maina amall. except in a very few 
caaes. In 1S99 another series of 
croBses between tho best orchard varl- 
etles was started. Seedlings from 
lhe«e croaaea aro Juat beginning to 
fruit, and tho results thus far are en- 
couraging. A further line of work 
at Ottawa la the growing of seed-' 
Jings of various desirable vaVletloa. 
This waa commenced in 1S98. About 
2,000 aeodllngs havo been planted, and 
approximately one-half fruited. Over 
200 of theae aeedllnga'aro regarded as 
worthy of further trial, and about CO 
havo been given names. 

At the Geneva station 148 trees wero 
KTown from croasoB made in 1898 and 
1899. ThOBo Boedlinga began fruiting 
in 1908, and at the cloao of 1911 fruit 
bad been described from 100 varieties. 
Of these, 14 wero thought worthy of 
names and the general result was re- 
garded as encouraging. Apple-breed- 
ing at the Illinois station was com- 
menced in 1908. From the hand-pol- 
llnationa made In 1908-1009 and 1911 



there have been grown about 1.650 
seedling trees, and over 3,000 seeds 
from the crosses of 1912 are to be 
planted this spring. Besides the 
aeedlinga resulting from creases there 
aro growing in orchard and nursery 
about 1.500 young trees which were 
propagated from selected buda and 
nearly 6.000 seedlings grown 'from 
BeodB from aelected frulta from eape- 
dally desirable trees.

THE GRAIN DRILL A8 A PROPIT-

"A great many of our farmer frionda 
havo written ua asking If grain drills 
do sntlflfactory work, also If It paya 
to drill oats." 

In attempting to answer whotbor 
or not a drill pays, lot us atudy tho 
differonco between grain placed In tho 
ground by broadcoatlng as compared 
with drilled grain.

The 
avcrago incrcaso In yield at this sta- 
tion waa found to bo 9.6 bushels, Thla 
waa tho result of but ono year's test, 
but yot It shows that there Is un- 
doubtedly a decided advantage In drill- 
ing gnlln. The results of elmllar tosta 
In comparing drilling with broadcast- 
ing at other experiment stations vary 
from 3.9 to 6.3 bushels per acre 
la favor of drtlUnK. Taking the av* 
enigo of the results from all those ex- 
periments, It U found to be K,7 bush- 
els to the acre on the drilling side 
of the accounL The Tost Importance 
and tho ultimate effect of uniform 
drilling of KTtdn probably cannot bo 
Impressed upon us until we figure out 
that If every acre of oats grown last 
year had been drilled, taking 'Into con- 
sideratlon tho ETorago Increase of 6.7 
bashels, It would have ^resulted in an 
Increase of more than 200.000,000 
bushels In our oat crop, which at thir- 
ty centa a bushel would have meant 
aa lacreasod net Income of more than 
100,000,000. 

What haa been said of the advan- 
tages of the grain drill for seeding 
cats can be said with even moro ap- 
propriatenesB aa to the place of the 
grain' drill la sowing winter wheaL 
Tlie erenneaa with wtiloh tho wheat 
la planted has a gceat deal to do 
with the strength abown by the yoong 
planU In spring. One further ad- 
Tantage of the modem grain drill 
Is that additional plaotfood In the 
shape of fertllliers can be drilled 
into the seed bed at tho same time 
that the grain la dropped. FortllUer 
dropping attachments are provided 1b 
a largo per cent, of the modem gialn 
drillB. The fact that the planlfood 
can be added at thla Ume so that 
one operation acoomplishes the two 
rirposes, reduces the cost of adding 
plaotfood very materially. 

In summing up the sltuaUon. the 
grain drill has been so well perfected 
that It will work eatlafactorlly under 
any adverse condlUons. For the far- 
mer raising an average of thlriy-QT* 
acres of oats per year, a drill will 
pay for Itself under average cond^ 
tlons In not to exceed two seasoua 
and often the first year.

ON WHEAT. 

••*hB Purdue Experiment Station. La- 
^>3rette, Ind,, made a test In lOTOpro- 
■cnlatlve counties of the Bute of tho 
valuo of feeding winter wheal. The 
ground was thoroughly prepared In 
duo season, and seed of good quality 
waa used In each case. In connection 
with those valuable experiments, Pur- 
due Experiment Station has the fol- 
lowing to say: 

f Isntfood Requirements of the Wheat 
Crop. 

"Ono of tho principal causes of fail- 
ure to Bocuro satisfactory yields of 
wheat In Indiana at tho present tltuo 
la lack of proper attention to tho mat- 
tor of feeding or fertilizing tho crop. 
Thero Is no doubt that our farmcre 
will have to pay moro attention to this 
point If they wish to grow wheat at a 
profit It is Just aa necoesary to have 
an adequate supply of food available 
for a crop of wheat as It Is to have 
plenty of food al hand in order to 
grow a drove of hogs," 

"Fortunately most of the food elo* 
menta used by wheat are present In 
the soil in abundant quantity, but 
there are three, namely nitrogen, phoe- 
phonis and potash, which are used by 
wheat and other crops In large 
amounts, that are present in the soil in 
■mall amounts; hence, after a few 
years cropping accompanied by the 
removal of the produce from the land, 
the available portion of those elements 
becomes exhausted, alnd In order to 
secure further satisfactory ylelda, 
these food olemontT must be added 
to the soil from some outside source. 
The principal and most common 
sources of plant food, aside from the 
m:i, are barnyard manure and com- 
tnerdal ferUllsersr 

*ln considering the ijse of fcrtlll- 
sera, the fact must not t» overlooked 
that the ferUllty of the soU Is de- 
pendent ui>on a considerable number 
of factors other than the presence of 
adequate amounts of plant food. Some 
^f tho most Important of these arp 
good water supply and drainage, good 
physical condition of the soil, good 
cultivation, conditions favoring tho de- 
velopment of beneficial soil bacteria, 
absence of harmful materials and 
bacterial growths, and adequate sup- 
ply of humus, and aufflclent lime or 
other alkaline material to keep tho 
■oil from becoming acid. Unless these 
essential factors of plant growth are 
preeent, tho feeding or ferUUiIng of 
tho crop cannot be expected to pro- 
duce satisfactory results any moro 
than the feeding of an animal under 
unaanltary or unhoalthful conditions 
can be expected to produce satisfac- 
tory results." 

"Taking 10 representative one year 
experiments from the following widely 
separated locations, Scott, Fayette, 
RIplet, Sullivan. Clinton, DeKalb, Bai^ 
tholomew, Johnson, Tippecanoe and 
SL JoKph counties. It has been found 
that the average gain In buehels per 
acre duo to fertilization has been 11.6, 
the average cost per acre of fertiliza- 
tion has been %i.U and the average 
net proOt per acre ban been |7-48. To 
this profit must also be added the ben- 
efit accruing to tl. 1 land from the resi- 
dual fertilizer left behind by the wheat 
crop and benefiting future crops." — 
Purdue University, Circular No. 23, Ho- 
vised July. 19U.

MANY WOMEN ARE VICTIMS 



Disaster Occurs During Celebration by 
English Subjects — Hundreds Are 
Plunged on Top of Others on Lower 
Deck of Structure. 



Wnahlngton, May 28.— Prealdnnt 
Wilson Monday aasallod the tariff lob- 
byiBta working in WnshinRton for tho 
defeat of tho salient principles In- 
volved in tho Underwood tariff bill, 
JQCliidlng free wool and free sugar. 
\ Tho president made It plain that ho 
entirely disapproved the methods 
used to swerve congreaa from support 
of the bill. At tho Banie time he ox- 
pressed confidence that tho Under- 
wood bill will be passed by the aon- 
nto In substantially the same form In 
vhlch it come from the house. 

The president laaued the following 
fltntement: 

"I think that the public ought to 
know the extraordinary exertion be- 
ing made by the lobby In Washington 
to gain recognition for certain alter- 
ations of the tariff bill. Washington 
. eeldom has seen so numerous, so In- 
dustrious or ao insidious a lobby. Tho 
newspapers are being filled with paid 
ndvertlBcments calculated to mislead 
the Judgmont of public men, but also 
tho public opinion of the country It- 

BClf. 

"There Is every evidence that 
money without limit la being' spent 
to sustain this lobby and to create 
an appearance of a pressure of public 
opinion nntagnostlc to some of tho 
chief Items of tho tariff bill. It Is 
of Bcrloua Interest to the country that 
the people at large have no lobby, and 
be voiceless In these matters while 
great bodies of astute men seek to 
create nn artificial opinion and over- 
come the Interest of the public for 
their private property. It Is worth 
the while of the people of this coun- 
try to take knowledge of this matter. 
"The government In all Us branches 
ought to be relieved from this Intol- 
erable burden, aud this constant 'in- 
terruption to tlie calm progresa of de- 
bate. I know that In this I am speak- 
ing for the members of the two 
houses, who would rejoice aa much aa 
I would to bo released from this un- 
bearable situation." 

The president made It clear that, 
BO far as ho la concerned, the letter 
■writing propaganda conducted at the 
beheat of tho sugar and wool Inter- 
ests particularly not only met his dis- 
approval, but Tftis having the oppos. 
Ite effect from that Intended upon 
him and upon the Democratic leaders. 
Ho Indicated that letters arc being 
received from thouaands of persona 
^ who know nothing about tho subject 
' upon which they write, indicating be- 
yond all doubt a concentrated effort 
by interested persons to Influence 
men In oQlce who are responsible for 
the proposed legislation. On the oth- 
er Imnd. the president admitted 
frankly that there were certain busl* 
Zieas men who had a legitimate Inter* 
est In the wool and sugar Items and 
T\ho should not bo classed In the cato* 
leory of lobbyists. 



Long Dcach, Cal., May 27.— While 
10,000 persons were assombled on the 
land end of tho big douhlcnl decked 
municipal pier In front of thn city 
auditorium In attendauco on tho cele- 
bration of Itrltlsh I':mplro day that 
suddenly collapsod Saturday with 
awful results. 

Hundreds of persons were plunged 
down on tho heads of other hundreds 
crowded on the second deck. Tho 
lower deck then gave way, and all 
were dropped down a clmto of shat- 
tered woodwork <o the tldo washed 
sands twonty-flvo feet below. 

Thlrty-llvo persona— mostly women 
— were killed by the shivered timbers, 
impaled on big splinters or crushed 
to death by the falling bodies of com- 
panions and friends. Fifty moro were 
seriously Injured, wlillo hysteria and 
paralyzing fright disabled score of 
others. 

The platform crumbled without 
warning like a paper box and In an- 
other moment there was a writhing 
mass of humanity crushed beneath 
the tons of splintered lumber. A 
panic among the other 7,000 specta- 
tors followed and In the wild rush of 
safety many persons wero trampled 
on and seriously Injured, 

A thousand or more persons had 
crowded Into the building close to the 
stage and ofllcers of tho rarlous cele- 
bration committees and English so- 
cletioa. which had participated in a 
parade, had just ascended tho rostrum 
when the crash came. 

Shrieks and cries from tho specta- 
tors Inside started a rush to see by 
those outside the building. For some 
time all efforts at rescue were futile. 
The curious peoplo were jammed so 
closely about tho dead and Injured un- 
der the pier that tho police could not 
got to those who needed succor, and 
flying wedges were organized. . 

A section of the auditorium which 
went down In tho crash and the debris 
from It was added to the wreckage 
that fell on top of the Injured and tho 
dead. 

The victims wero subjects or for- 
mer subjects of Great Britain, real- 
dent in southern California. 



HOLD '*CUT RATES" LEGAL 



U* S. Supreme Court Decides Prices 

Cannot Be Controlled by 

Patentee of Articles. 



"Washington, Tllay 28. — Patented ai^ 
tides sold under price restrictions by 
manufacturers may be resold by retail- 
ers at cut rates. The Supreme court 
Monday so held in the case of a newly 
patented nerve tonic. Safety razors, 
talking machines and thousanda of 
other patented articles are affected 
by tho decision. 

The court's decision was five to 
four, with Justices McKenna. Holmes, 
Lurton and Van Devanter dissenting. 
Justice Day announced the majority 
decision, which held that while tho 
patent laws gave the owner exclusive 
right to "vend" articles, that was not 
the same aa a right to "keep up the 
price." That, the court held, waa not 
granted by the patent law. 

Many manufacturers had Joined the 
manufacturer of the nerve tonic In hla 
fight to sustain the contention that hi? 
patent gave him a right to sell or use 
his patented article under any condi- 
tions as to resale price he might see 
fit to Impose. 

Oniciala of the department of Jus- 
tice regard the decision of tremendous 
Importance, putting an end to existing 
widespread extensions of patent mo- 
nopolies, and eharply drawing a Une of 
demarcation between the Sherman 
anti'tmst law and the patent laws. 



M'CARTY K ILLED IN BATTLE 

WorId*s White Champion Heavyweight 

Dies When Arthur Pelkey Hits 

Him Over Heart. 

Calgary, Alberta. May 27. — Luther 
^^cCaI'ty, white heavyweight cham- 
pion of tho world, took the count of 
ten from Referee Edward Smith of 
Chicago which marked him the loser 
In tho scheduled ten round fight Sat- 
urday with Arthur Pelkey and eight 
minutes later died from the effects of 
the blow. 

His death waa caused by a chance 
blow delivered somewhere In the re- 
gion of the heart after exactly one 
minute and forty-five seconds of fight- 
ing time had elapaed. 

Pelkey was arrested on the charge 
of manslaughter by the Northwestern 
mounted police and released a short 
time afterwards on $10,000 ball. 

The fight waa short and bitterly 
contested. McCarty, outweighed heav- 
ily by his giant antagonist, suddenly 
landed a blow In Pelkey's face and 
then missed. McC*rty again landed a 
right on Pelkey's head and Pelkey 
feinted. McCarty was drawn Into tho 
trap and opened his guacd. 

Quick as a tiger the giant Pelkey 
rushed the champion landing a ter- 
rific right hand blow Just below the 
heart. McCarty was dazed and sway- 
ing. Pelkey was about to strike him 
again when he saw thet McCarty'a 
eyes were closed. He stepped back. 
McCarty still swaying. Tho thousanda 
who began cheering Pelkey'a rush 
became allont aa they watched Mc- 
Carty. 

Suddenly tho champion raW-od hla 
hands In the attitude of aelf-defenae, 
but they dropped again, hla arma 
limp. He made a feeble . effort to 
strike a blow and before Pelkey could 
rush him tho charaplon'a body stiff- 
ened, hla heels clicking together, and 
hla frame becoming rigid. Ho. fell 
with his head bent forward, hla fore- 
head striking the canvas ^ glancing 
blow. Doctors, hurriedly aummonod, 
worked over the atrlcken man for 
eight minutes, when they pronounced 
him dead.

KAISER'S DAUGHTER A BRIDE 



Princess Victoria Louise Is Wedded to 
Prince Ernest August, Who Be- 
comes Ruler of New Stato Created 
by Emperor William, 



Berlin, May 20. — "Tho preservation 
of peace la my forvont dealre, as It 
was tho chief aim and object of my 
dear fathcr'a life," declared King 
George of England Saturday at a 
luncheon given by tho Brltlah ambas- 
sador to tho members of royalty, who 
were assembled hero to attend the 
wedding of Princeaa Victoria Louis, 
Emperor William's only daughter, and 
Prince Ernest of Cumberland. 

This la tho first political note 
sounded during the wedding ceremo- 
nies of Emperor William's only daugh- 
ter, for which three emperors and 
many princes aro gathered. Tho 
king's words fleom, according to tho 
opinion expressed In Influential cir- 
cles, to epitomize tho chief signifi- 
cance of tho ruyal visits as a demon- 
stration of- tho peaceful and friendly 
relations among tho three powerful 
dynasties. 

- Lovo and diplomacy entered Into 
tho marriage Saturday of Princess 
Victoria Loulso and Prince Ernst Au- 
guet. 

In brilliancy and In point of the 
great number of royol personages 
present tho nuptials far outshone any 
similar event during tho post decade. 
Kings, monarcha of lesser rank and 
crown princes and princesses saw tho 
falr-halrcd, bluo-oyed twonty-one-yeat^ 
old daughter of tho German kaiser 
become tho wlfo of tho strapping 
twenty-slx-year-old prince, and with 
tho ceremony was healed a breach 
between tho bouses of Hohenzollorn 
and Guelph which had oxlated for 
about half a century. Tho ceremonies 
really began Thursday, with the mar- 
riage ceremonies Saturday as the cli- 
max. Tho civil ceremony took place 
In the now marble palace at Potsdam; 
tho religious rites wero celebrated In 
this city. 

Princess Victoria Louise had for her 
attendants threo of tho prettiest girls 
of her own casto In Europe. They 
were Princess Mary, daughter of King 
Charles of Roumanla; Grand Duchess 
blga, eldest daughter of the czar of 
Uussla, and Princess Yolanda of Italy. 

As would ho Imagined, tho vedding 
glfta aro almost fabulous. Their value 
Is estimated at close to $3,000,000.

Little Round Top, Onk- 
lUdgo. Cometcry Hill, Culp'H Hill, 
nock Crock, tho Stone Wall nnd other 
places win hold them largely to tho 
pleasures and to tho Badnesses of per- 
sonal reminiscences. Arm in arm with 
tho Union soldiers tho Confederate sol- 
diers will rctrnmp tho battleground. 
They will look over tho field of Pick- 
ett's deaporato charge. They will re- 
trace tho marching steps of Long- 
street's corps. They will go to tho 
placo whoro Meade bad his beadquar- 
tora and to tho placo from which Leo 
directed his Boutliom forces In battio. 
Pennsylvania is going to make a 
groat celebration of peace of this fif- 
tieth anniversary of what probably 
waa tho decisive battio of the war, al- 
though It was fought nearly two years 
before tho war ended. Other states 
will help Pennsylvania in its work, and 
from every section of tho country, 
north, east, south and west, the vet- 
erans will asaembie, moat of them 
probably to see for tho last time In 
life tho field upon which thoy wero 
willing to dlo for the sake of their re- 
spectlvo causes. 

Tho veterans will not bo directly en- 
camped in tho Gettysburg park, which 
is dotted with monuments to tho vari- 
ous commands which took part tn tho 
fight and which is laid out la approved 
park fashion, with fine drives and 
beautifully kept lawns. There will be 
two camps, known as No. 1 and No. 2. 
No. 1 will cover 149 acres and No. 2 
will cover 44 acres. The layouts of 
these camps are based on the use of 
conical tents, each of which will, with- 
out crowding, accommodate elgh.t per- 
sons. Inasmuch as accommodations 
arc to be furnished for 40,000 visitors 
5,000 tents will be required to give 
quarters to the visiting hosts. 
Visitors to Be Cared For, 
Every possiblo care Is to bo taken 
ot tho visitors. Tho sanitary arrange- 
ments which have been made aro said 
to bo tho bc«t that aro possible and 
thoy are tho result of careful study by 
medical officers of tho service. All tho 
experience of tho past has been drawn 
upon to mako it certain that tho health 
of tho voterans will bo conserved while 
they aro In camp, 

"With so many thousands of old aol- 
dlera In attendance, and taking Into 
consideration tho probability that the 
weather will bo, warm, it Is expected 
that there will bo sickness, but tho 
United States government and tho 
Btato of Pennsylvania are preparing 
for a hospital service which shall bo 
adequate to any contingency. There 
will be hospital corps detachraeats 
present ready to render first aid to 
tbo injured, and there will be many 
field hospitals with surgeons In at- 
tendance, where the sick can receive 
Instant attendance. 

It Is said that thla contemplated re- 
union has Induced more interest 
among tho old soldiers of the north 
and tho south than any ovent which 
baa happened since tho day that the 
war closed. There Is today at Gettys- 
burg a great national park. In which 
la included a cemetery whore ibou- 
aands of soldier dead are burled. Tho 
United States government and tho leg- 
islature of Pennsylvania worked to- 
gether to mako a park of the battle- 
field and to mark accurately every 
point In it which haa historic Interest. 
"SVhen one goes to tho field he cau tell 
just where this brigade or that bri- 
gade was engaged, Just whore thla 
charge or that charge was made and 
just whore theidosporate defenaes of 
positions wero maintained Until the 
tide of battle brought either victory or 
defeat to ono ot tho immediate com- 
manda engaged. 

It was In 1895 that congreaa eatab- 
llehed a national park at Gottyaburg 
and gave the aooretary of war author- 
ity to name a commission ^'to superin- 
tend the opening of additional roads, 
mark tho boundaries, ascertain and 
definitely mark the llnea of battle of 
troopa engaged, to acquire landa which 
wore occupied by Infantry, cavalry and 
artillery, and such other adjacent 
lands OS tho secretary of war may 
deem necessary to preserve the Impor- 
tant topographical features of the bat- 
Uefleld.'* 

When tho Union and the Confeder- 
ate voteraue reach Gettysburg on June 
30 next they will find on the scene of 
tho old confiict between fivo and bIx 
hundred memorials raised In commem- 
oration of the deeds * of their com- 
mands on the great fields of the Penn- 
aylvania battlofiolf!. Thero are, more- 
over, 1,000 markers placed to dealg- 
nate historic spots. There aro. great 
towers built upon the fiold by tbo gov- 
ernment BO that bird's-eye vlewb can 
be obtained ot the entire acono of the 
battle. Flue roads have been con- 
atructed and everywhere attention has 
been paid to every detail of the loASt 
Importance in aettlng forth tho ^iatory 
of one ot the greateat battles over 
known to warfaroi.

Rockland, Me.— "And he said: 'My 
God, Frank, shoot me quick, shoot me 
quick, tho dogs aro eatln' me alive.' 

"I hauled up my gun an' pulled back 
th' hammers, but I couldn't do It 
though I warn't more 'n.ten feet from 
him, and could havo blown his whole 
head off. I don't b'l've the Lord would 
hev called thet murder either. 

"I gasped for air. 'n dropped ray gun 
on th* seat, 'n' then 1 looked at Charlie 
again 'n* it was all over. Jest a dark 
red "in th* water 'n' a hundred ugly 
snouts, 'n' shlnln' rows ot teeth jest 
gieamin* *n' snappln* thar in th' gray 
of that October afternoon." 

It was Frank Oleaon, a fisherman 
of Uockland, Me., who spoke. He 
was telling a little group of oilskin 
clad fishermen about a tragedy of 18S5 
when ho and Charlie Freeman sailed 
out of Tenants Harbor, Me., ono Oc- 
tober morning. Oleson brought the lit- 
tle Bloop Alpine back the next morn- 
ing alone. Freeman had fallen over- 
board in tho midst of a school of dog- 
fish, which had eaten him allvo be- 
fore the eyes of his ho}pless compan- 
panlnn. 

Thoy wore bound for tho fishing 
grounds of Martinlcus island. Freeman 
had taken along u shotgun. When 
five miles from Criehaven a bunch 
of coots, flying low, came skimming 
along. Freeman fired Into them, and 
three or four dropped. The Alpine was 
brought up into the wind, and with her 
mainsail ani^ Jib fiapplng the gunner 
Jump 3d Into tho 'dory and started to 
pick up his game. 

There was a shout, a splash, and 
Freeman was struggling In the water. 
In reaching over the side of the dory 
jio had loat his balance and fallen Into 
the choppy sea. In a moment the hun- 
gry, sharklBh dogs were after him. 
Tho opening paragraph tells all thero 
Is to tea 

Many stories are- related to show 
the ferocity of the dggfiah. It was not 
more than a dozen- years ago that two 
Now York yachtsmen were .lolling 
along In a Bloop yacht In Penobscot 
bay one July afternoon. Ono of the 
yachtsman, a physician named Dow- 
ker, decided to take a plunge. He 
stripped and dived oft the bow of the 
sloop,, intending to pull himself' into 
tho tender trailing behind as It passed 
him.. Ho had acarcely hit tho water 
before he lot out a yell. Ho Just 
managed to catch the gunwale. of the 
rowboat when his oorapanlon reach- 
ed him and hauled him In. Three ugly 
wounds showed In his Wgs where the 
voracious dogfish had bitten out 
c'-unks. Ho was taken Into Rockland 
where a physician treated him for 
several weeks before ho was out of 
danger.

HYPODERMIC RESTORES LIFE 



Action of the Heart Can Be Prolonged 

After Death, Says French 

Physician. 

Paris, France. — Death Is by no 
means the sudden change which our 
minds. laden with metaphysical tradi- 
tion. Imagine. Wo talk of something 
— the' soul— flying away from tho 
body. It is seemingly all over. But 
It may not bo, concedes the ofilclai 
bulletin of the French Academy of 
Medicine. A well known doctor has 
shown that every function of life save 
conaciousneas may be kept up. Thla 
authority sees nothing extravagant In 
the idea that medical science may 
some day go a step farther. It may 
restore consciousness even after It 
has been pronounced to bo extinct — 
provided fundamental chemical trans- 
formations have not supervened For 
a period as long as a decade French 
physicians have said It Is possible to 
restore the action of the heart after 
"death" by means fo hypodermic In-. 
Jectlona. Even in so-called sudden 
death there is a period which In 
F'ronch medical literature Is called 
"psychic twilight." 

The case most In^ point, bearing up- 
on the whole subject. Is that of a late 
noted French duke. Ho was a con- 
splcuous figure in tho old legitimist 
club- life of tho French capital. He 
died recently at 10 o'clock at night. 
His younger son would be of age at 



hours— the younger son being etlli an 
infant in the eyes of the law— It seem- 
ed as If the whole of the duke's estate 
must bo tied up In cndleas litigation. 
But tho family lawyers— they wero at 
the bedside— pinned their faith In tho 
new dlficoverlos regarding death. They 
made manifest to the physicians the 
tremendous legal consequences of tho 
duke's death before midnight 

Hypodermic Injections were resort- 
ed to. The heart began to beat again, 
the temperature of the body went up. 
breathing was restored. In fact, the 
body came back to "life," and In this 
state It was kept until a quarter of an 
hour after midnight. A magistrate 
had been called to the house to see to 
the Intereats of the "Infant ward." He 
witnesaed the revival from seeming 
death to life.

GERMAN JEWS LOVE EMPIRE 

Say They Aro Citizens of "Fatherland" 
First, Then Support Plant Ad- 
vanced by Zionists. 

Berlin.— The Central Association of 
German Citizens of Jewish Faith, one 
of the most important of such organl- 
zations in Germany, has definitely re- 
jected Zionism, 80 far as to announce 
that the Jewish citizen In Germany i& 
first of all a German, nnd only sec- 
ondly a Jew. 

The association at a recent meet- 
ing In Berlin, adopted a resolution In- 
dorsing the efforts ot the Zionists to 
provide a safe homo for tho perse* 
cuted Jews of tho East, and to awaken 
pride In Jewish history and loyalty to 
ItB religion, but declared: 

"We must, however, part from the 
Zionist who rejects a German national 
feeling, and who considers himself a 
guest in a foreign land and looks up- 
on himself only as a Jew. 

"We do not desire a solution of the 
Jewish question by international ac- 
tion," saya another passagd of the res- 
olution. "On tho soil of tho German 
fatherland we desire to do our part as 
Germans to further German culture, 
while remaining true to our commun- 
ion, hallowed by history and religion"
